THE start of construction of the 
new South Stand has created a 
new momentum of belief of the 
club that Division One football 
is an achievable goal, hopefully 
one that will happen sooner 
rather than later. 

There are plans to pick out some 
form of wording or letters in the 
upper tier, whether it is The Blues, 
WWEC, or Blues ete. As the board 
of directors have not yet made a 
decision, now is the time to put for- 
ward your views and suggestions. 

The 1996 Supporters Survey 
results. will be published in next 
month's Blues News. In September 
1994, the club published the first set 
of results of a detailed Supporters’ 
Survey at Adams Park. Several 
changes slowly came about as a 
result of that survey which proves, 
contrary to some people's view that 
the club don't listen to their fans, 
that the club does act where possi- 
ble to improve its quality of service. 

More than ten per cent of those 
who responded in August 1994 
were students, who at that time had 
to pay adult admission prices to all 
matches. Since then, a concession- 
ary rate with a saving of £2.50 has 
been introduced via Wycombe 
Sports Centre's free Freestyle Card, 

Seventy-two per cent of respond- 
ents voted to support a no-smokin 
policy. As a result, the family stan 
and the family terrace areas were 
designated non-smoking. The 1,764- 
seater family stand in the new 
South Stand will also be a no- 
smoking area. There is also a no- 
узын ari in the Ercol Board- 
room, In 1994, 16 per cent of 
supporters felt we should have a 
matchday creche, something that 
was es erly introduced this season 
in the Community Leisure Room, 
kindly sponsored by Wycombe Dis- 
trict Council, in the Vere Suite at 
Adams Park on matchdays. Thirty- 
four per cent felt the club coaches 
were too expensive, and as a conse- 
quence, prices have been reduced 
two seasons running. Twenty-nine 
er cent wanted a credit-card hot- 
line, which has now got extended 
opening hours of Monday to Friday 
from 9,l5am until 5.14pm, and Sat- 
urday matchdays from 10am to 1pm

far the end af this scason. 

We are not sure yet whether or 
not this will now be achieved, as the 
new sublimation process is taking 
longer than we had hoped. 

Many supporters I talked to 
wanted to rétain the quarters as 
they are. Those most against any 
change were mainly those support- 
ers who never purchase replica 
shirts. 

Fortunately, the majority under- 
stand that every professional club in 
the land change their strip to earn 
income to pay players wages, and 
improve supporters’ facilities ete. 

However, there is no incentive Lo 
purchase a kit if it remains 
unchanged or is too similar to the 
existing one. I do believe the club 
would have kept the quarters as 
they arc if enough supporters had 
financially committed to purchase 
another one. Alas, when a selection 
of those with current replica kits 
were asked whether they would buy 
a new one if the club did not 
change it's kit, the predictable 
answer of why? came back. And 
indeed, why should they? T wouldn't 
either.

The club have been extremely 
delighted with 99 per cent of the 
service of Vandanel during the last 
four years and intend to continue 
stocking their products, alongside 
Mizuno replica kits and leisurewear 


ete, 

Finally, the Mothers’ Day promo- 
tion met with a few criticisms, 
despite the fact that many addi- 
tional ladies attended our match 
against Brentford. A small minorit 
of lady season ticket holders felt 
they might be losing out to the tune 
of £1.28 Never fear ladies, a Mem- 
bers Day is planned for April 20. 

Next season the club intend to 
po: a list of likely promotions 
before season tickets are offered, 50 
people can work out if it is worth it. 
It is planned that all existing season 
ticket holders will get first choice of 
seats in the new stand: will receive 
some form of loyalty reward for 
renewing their season tickets next 
season; Will get a discount and pri- 
ority on the eur Suite membership 
and also membership in the new 
supporters’ bar in the South Stand. 
These will probably only be for 
those with season tickets in the 
South Stand. 

There is also a whole range of 
other benefits. 

Tt is likely that the club will do 
two Quid-A-Kid days next season. 
No promotion is ever undertaken 
without full consideration of season 
ticket holders. It is a difficult bal- 
ance to strike, to attract new sup- 
porters without upsetting our 
extremely loyal and highly-valued 
regulars.
